hemence and indifcretion on the other . 
the’ main refource of the leaders. of 
each ‘party, on fuch occafions, being te. 
avail themfelves of the foibles, the ig- 
norance, and the prejudices of mankind. 
But now the caufe * for which this 
clamour was raifed, is decided, andi 
confequently mens paffions in a great 
meafure abated, I fhall venture to give 
you fome of my thoughts about thie 
matter, on a prefumption that ‘they, 
cannot be of any great. confequence, at 
prefent, and fo may pafs by way of a+ 
mufement. 

As I am no lawyer, you muft not

fores.acry is raifed, that thofe troops

nation? They certainly :are fo; confe- 
quently the treaty in queftion, (if fuch 
a treaty exifts) does not-mean to tole- 
rate them, but could only be intended 
asa kind of fecurity for the Hanoverian 
foldiery againft the informations of en- 
vious and evil minded people : for I 
think, a denial of juftice ‘has not yet 
been fairly proved, though “tis certain, 
that the offender has efcaped punith- 
ment ; becaufe the profetutor would 
mot appear againft him in. a foreign 
court, forfearofincurring the premunire, 
enacted in a ftatute that was made a few 
hundréd years ago againft removing 
caufes from hence to the court of Rome. 
As tothe treaty in queftion, I doubt 
whether any fuch act couid be made in 
due form, as one prince is fovereign of 
both countries’; therefore I can only 
fuppofe, that when a body of the elec- 
toral troops was draughted for England, 
i confequence of the addrefles of both 
houtes of parliament to his majefty,

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But while thefe barmlefs menaces were e- 
very where @ifperfed,the event happened which 
his Pruffien majefty had all along forefeen, the 
Ruffian re(cript came forth againthim. The 
date of this piece confirms the information D 
which ‘he -had received, of the. infincerity of 
herCzarith majefty, and is itfelf'a contradiéti- 
onof what it was intended to advance. That 
nothing may be wanting to give light to this 
important affair, we thall here infert the fub- 
ftance of this extraordinary declaration, as it 
ds term’d in the foreign gazettes :

* That the:king of Prufia, far from doing 
juftice to theemprefs’s fentiments on this 
head, tho’ he remained quiet whilft prepara- 
tions were making, by Ruffia, and even fome 
time aftemthey bad ceafed, had all ot a fud- 
den begunto make fuch powerful armaments, 
as gave room.to.apprehend but the flames of 
war. would immedictely burft our, 

* That neverthelefs Ruffiia, to aveid the mul- 
tiplying of fears, for turnifhing the king of 
Pruffia with a {pecious pretext for diftar bing 
the public tranquifhty, had made no motions, 
in hopes that the king of Praffa, in imitati- 
on of this example, would not ftir up freth 
troubles : but that this’prince having conti- 
nued to.arm with al] hismight, and without 
any intersdptio#, and without alledging any 
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‘ other reafon than the idea‘he had formedg 
* himfelf of anapprehendedattack, had there- 
* by fufficiently intimated that he fought only 
* a pretext todifturb the peace of Europe. > 

‘ That in fact it isinconteftable that whey 
€ the. king of Priffia was ‘prefiing* his armas 
‘ mentswith the greateft ardour, tHofe of Rufia 
* had long ceafedi; amd that thofe of the emprefs 
* Queén did not begin till. the fucceffive motions of 
© the Pruffians and the augmentation of their for 
* ces * gave room to think Bobemia and. Mora- 
* via were in danger, inafmuch as it was no 
* fecret that the king of Pruffia was difgufted 
‘ at the treaty of Verfai/les, though this prince 
* when he figned his treaty with England gave 
* himfelf no concern-about what the court of

* Itis therefore clear to her Imperial Czarihh 
* majeffy that the king of Praufia ought to be

her real fentiments, nor forbear declaring that 
as the cannot behold with indifferency any 
attack made on the dominions of her allies, 
particularly thofe of the emprefs queen of 
Hungary and the electorate of Saxony, the
